Water Rates 
to Inerease 


The California Publ. 
Uuiliues Commission has) grant 
Southern California Water Compan: 
authority to increase rates 9.9". te 
about 31,500 customers in its Orana: 
County district. 

The utility was) seeking 4% 
immediate lo.2% increase ars 
additional increases of 2.89% cach 
this year, neat year, and in [97S and 
979, 

In turning down the tuture 
increases, the PUC said thar if 
“circumstances are such that 
company) needs a further increase i 
can avail itself of the numerous 
options open to it” 

The PUC said the increase 
granted should allow the unlity an 
opportunity to carn a 8.85% return 
onits investment. Last rate of return 
found reasonable for the utility was 
7.5% in 1971. 

In its decision today, the PUC 
adopted its staff's recommendation 
for ‘‘lifeline’’. rates. None of the 
increase will be applied to the 
monthly service charge for the 
standard $/8 x 3 4-inch residential 
meter nor to quantity rates for the 
first 500 cubic feet of water used 
each month. 

Under the rate spread approved. 
the quantity rate for usage over 500 
cubic feet of water a month will go up 
from the present 25.7c per 100 cubic 
feet to 26.6c. The new rates may 
become effective December 25.
